A Monday night show- 
down for first place 

with the archrival Packers? Peppers blocking a 
field goal? Hester punctuating a 62-yard punt 
return for a score with Soldier Field’s version of 
the “Lambeau Leap”? Robbie Gould kicking the 


winning field goal with four seconds left? Now 
we believe. 

Coach says: "It’s just good to see a team play 
60 minutes of ball.” 


OCT. 3 

N.Y. Giants 17, Bears 3 


^ Cutler took this one 

on the chin-and ev- 
ery other part of his body-to the tune of nine 
sacks and a concussion. He didn’t return for the 
second half, and the Bears offense looked lost 
the whole night. 

Coach says: "If there’s something positive, it 
only counts for one loss.”

‘Another Year’ just another movie 


Throughout the four seasons of the 
title, happily married couple Tom (Jim 
Broadbent) and Gerri (Ruth Sheen) 
enjoy their uncomplicated bliss while 
discussing the problems of various 
friends and family Most notable are 
Ken (Peter Wight), a schlub who 
doesn’t want to get older, and likable 
but exhausting lush Mary (Lesley Man-

Rogen, Chou dish on new ‘Green Hornet*

Comedian Seth Rogen stars in the 3-D action-comedy “The 
Green Hornet,” based on characters that appeared in a 1930s 
radio serial, a 1960s TV show and a comic book series. 

Rogen, who co-wrote the movie, stars as Britt Reid, a slacker 
son of a media magnate who dies mysteriously Britt befriends 
his dad’s employee, Kato, and the duo reinvent themselves as 
crime fighters with Britt becoming The Green Hornet and 
Kato his sidekick.

In looking for Kato, we got a hold of Jay and set up a 
time to read one of the scenes over Skype. He was in Taiwan 
and I was in Los Angeles. We read the scene where we’re 
arguing with each other in my guest house. 


Did you know any English when you began shooting? 

JCrJust “What the hell?” and some bad words. 

SR: It was amazing how much he learned. But he understood 
it for the most part. We went through each scene and made 
sure he understood what was happening. 

JC: Seth is very smart. Because he wrote the script, he could 
change anything. My English is not so good and sometimes 
{my lines] were difficult to say Seth would say “OK, let’s 
change it.” 

You two are together throughout most of the film. What 
were some of the biggest challenges you endured? 

SR: There’s a big car chase at the end and we shot a lot of that 
in front of blue screen. That was difficult because for a week 
straight, it was just us sitting in a car and people yelling, “Ex- 
plosion on the left side!” or “You’re turning right!” And we’re 
leaning all over the place. 

JC: For me, the challenge was fighting with Seth. To me, he’s 
like my brother and because of that, fighting with him was 
very strange. I didn’t want to kick him, but I had to. 



If there’s a sequel, what would you like to see in it? 

JC: Cameron Diaz. More romance for Kato. 

Ah yes, Kato has that one scene where he tries to get close to 
Lenore. She appears to like him a bit. 

JC: It’s my favorite scene in the movie!

A sweet start

Named after the Greek word for honey, Meli Cafe 
has been feeding Greektown for years with its 
massive menu of breakfast dishes served from early 
morning well into the afternoon. The place draws 
such a crowd on weekends that we weren’t surprised 
to hear about plans for a second location in River 
North. We stopped in on a recent snowy morning 
seeking sustenance. 

The vibe: Not especially hip but quite pleasant, Meli’s 
golden-walled dining room decked with oversized 
flower paintings provides a welcome shot of spring 
just off the slushy sidewalks of Wells and Grand. Near 
the entrance, there’s ample seating along the coffee 
and juice bar for solo diners or espresso-si ppers. The 
half ’90s easy listening, half Christian rock soundtrack 
during our visit wouldn’t offend anyone’s grandma, with 
Amy Grant leading into Jars of Clay. Like the Greektown 
location, service is speedy and curt. 

Sweet stuff: You’ll find all the expected variations of 
fruit-topped pancakes, waffles and French toast, but 
for a true original, go for the honey cakes ($8.95). Made 
with a cinnamon and honey-laced cornmeal batter and 
topped with whipped honey butter and raw buckwheat 
honey, this dish does the cafe’s name proud.

Signs of egg- 
cellence: More 
than a half- 
dozen choices 
each of skillets, 
scramblers, 

Benedicts, om- 
elets and frittatas 
fill the multi-page 
menu. Though the 
cakes on our crab- 
cake Benedict with dill 
hollandaise skewed a 
bit gummy in texture, the 
house-made English muffins 
are a highlight. Side note: If the 
egg dishes are bit pricier than you ex- 
pected, consider that Meli uses Eggland’s Best 
organic eggs from cage-free chickens. 


Day drinking: Meli’s booze-free, but there’s still plenty 
to drink courtesy of the lengthy juice bar menu. 
Wheatgrass shots ($3.25) and concoctions such as kiwi- 
mango-honey-orange ($4.75) are juiced to order. As 
a result, the concoctions couldn’t be fresher, but ours 
were closer to room temperature than chilled. 

Buzz factor: Lavazza Arabica coffee beans are ground 
to order ($2.35) and the coffee bar also turns out 


espressos, mo- 
chas and lattes 
($3.25-$4.25). 

Nice touch: Meli 
makes its own or- 
ganic fruit marma- 
lades, and we found 
ourselves happily slather- 
ing that usually ignored side 
of toast with the not-too-sweet 
apricot version. Look for jars of the 
stuff behind the register to take home. 

Is it lunch time yet? The lunch portion of the menu is 
also served all day and runs the range from wraps to 
panini to burgers. 

Bottom line: Brunchers who prefer pamper-me service 
won’t find an indulgent experience here. But for hearty 
dishes made with top ingredients and a pace that will 
get you back home in time for football, Meli delivers.

Think of Britney Spears’ new single, “Hold 
It Against Me,” as an updated version of the 
hard-soft dynamic employed by Nirvana. 

Instead of remaking rock by marrying 
punk’s crashing chaos to invitingly Beatlesque 
melodies, Spears— or really her billion-dollar 
producing duo, Max Martin and Dr. Luke— 
sustains her career on the cutting edge of 
dance-pop by blending the near-industrial beats 
and breakdowns of English grime music with 
a beatifically insipid chorus worthy of Martin’s 
recently minted star, Taio Cruz.

And then there are 
the breaks that come late in the track, which, 
in this particular effort, offer the promise of 
something more. 

Finally trading in gloss for sonic adventure 
in the song’s last few seconds, Martin and 
Dr. Luke slice and dice Spears’ incitements 
(“Drop it like a hood,” she sneers) into a 
rapidly shifting mix of dry-ice synth lines and 
ammunition beats. Everything jumps. “Hold 
It Against Me” briefly transforms from the 
kind of pop smoothie whose inevitable om- 
nipresence will soon make us want to vomit 
into a hit that actually could take the charts 
somewhere new 

But that part lasts just a few moments.
